In book 1 you learned how to directly modify with adjectives. This allows you to 
say things like "pretty woman" etc. The simple rule is to attach >- (if there is no 
cfS) or add fZ/b (if there is a to the adjective STEM.

In book 2 we learned how to directly modify using VERBS. The rules are slightly 
different from ADJECTIVES. The sentences from the prior sections demonstrate 
using a verb to directly modify. It can be confusing since the PAST TENSE for 
verbs when directly modifying is used as a neutral tense for adjectives. For 
example Zt SEAI means "the city that I went to", which is past tense, while 
0 AtiHt means "big apple" but isn't past tense. 


PLEASE 100% right now go review lesson 16 of book 2 to make sure you 
absolutely understand directly modifying with verbs, since it's one of the most 
important grammar structures you will use in daily speaking.

• Family in Korean 

In English we connect our family by saying "my mother's sister" or "my father's 
older brother". In Korean, age, sex, marital status, and family relation 
determines what each family member is called. 

For example, StHUf is "older brother". However, only females can use it. Men 
must say if . Older sister is 2dL| for females, but ¥4 for males. 

If you know these differences, you know more about a person just by the words 
they use. We know someone is a male if they refer to someone as. ¥14 In 
English, saying "older sister" doesn't give us any extra information.

Al^j means "husband's family" and £!§, means "wife's family". There is often 
conflict between married couples on Korean holidays where they have to visit 
both sides. Some married couples argue about setting up the visiting priority or 
choosing where to spend their vacation. This is especially difficult if both sides 
of the family don't live close to each other. 


• Referring to your SPOUSE’s family members 

Just like your own family, you refer to a spouse's family member by their own 
name. You certainly don't say "you" when talking with them. Instead you will call 
them by their position in the family. The following page has two charts showing

• Why learn higher level Korean? 

The Korean language, in some circles, is infamous for being complicated when 
it comes to honorific forms and levels of formality. 

With English, language usage is fairly flat regardless of who we are conversing 
with. Sure, we have "polite" and "slang" English, but it isn't awkward to talk to 
an elder in the same way that we might talk to someone our own age. We might 
even talk to the president of our country using the same language used 
amongst friends. 

Korean culture on the other hand has levels of speech that change depending 
on factors such as the relationship of the person being spoken to, the social 
position of the person, and very importantly, the age of the person. 

It's very possible that you will rarely use these higher levels of Korean. You 
might be young, you might only rarely talk to anyone older than you, or maybe 
all of your Korean friends speak English. However it's 100% certain that you will 
hear this level of Korean directed towards you. You will hear higher formal 
Korean somewhere as mundane as a coffee shop when the staff is talking to 
you. If you are like me, you will certainly be taken aback the first time you hear 
such Korean if you haven't studied it. 
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So, to avoid any huge surprises when you are in a Korean coffee shop or 
restaurant, this lesson introduces some of the higher levels of Korean. We 
promise you they are fairly easy to remember. It's almost as simple as not 
calling your teacher "homie" or "dude" in many cases!

Special Information 

It's always best to follow Korean politeness levels perfectly! However, Koreans 
are a lot more forgiving of mistakes for foreigners. Most Koreans will be SUPER 
happy you know any Korean at all. You will certainly hear: 

SR 01 m mAIDIfi! 

Wow your Korean is good! 

One exception to the rule, is that if you have an Asian face, especially 15 
(2nd or 3rd generation Korean), Koreans will have higher expectations for you 
to speak proper Korean. For those of you with foreign looking faces, you have 
a bit more time to perfect your honorifics. 

• Politely doing something 

Some of the grammar patterns you already know can be changed to honorific 
form using the new verbs, it someone that works in a restaurant place where 
service is provided to you, almost any time they say they will do something for 
you they will use BASIC SSHIS to mean "I will do it for you". With friends you 
would use BASIC SHIS. 

• is too hard! What if I don’t use it properly? 

Do not stress over the MSS (honorific speech). I say this because if you have 
gotten this far in the book series, you already understand more Korean than 
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most foreigners. Also remember that the three levels of speech Sli (casual), 
iESls (formal), and are EQUALLY important. It would be strange to 

speak casual speech when formal is required. But also it would be just as 
strange to speak honorific speech with your friends. 

As you continue your journey learning Korean, watch how Koreans change their 
speech levels depending on the situation. Do your best to copy this and before 
long you won't be saying "You wanna get some grub?" when you should be 
saying "Would you like to eat?". 

Always remember that Koreans are humans just like us. Most English native 
speakers wouldn't get mad or be upset with someone who is learning English if 
they said something rude to you by mistake. 

It would be strange to speak casual speech when formal is required. But also it 
would be just as strange to speak honorific speech with your friends. 

Special Information 

One of the most important things you can remember is to not use 
when talking about yourself. It would be awkward to use when talking 

about yourself. So, for example, when you are speaking honorific style and you 
are saying someone is coming to your house, you should use 9 because your 
shouldn't honor your own house.

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• Chinese characters in Korea 

The CH , in such words as §CH (English) and St^CH (Korean), comes from 
the SfTt (Chinese character) In which means "language". China, Taiwan, and 
Japan still use StXt in daily life. StTt is often tedious to write with it's many 
strokes and takes many years to learn the 1000s of characters. 

To solve this problem, Japan introduced two phonetic systems, hiragana and 
katakana, and reduced the number of strokes in many of the original St It from 
China. However, it's still required to learn over 1000 St Tt by the time you 
graduate 6th grade! 

China also introduced a much more "simplified" StXt, but students are still 
required to learn over 2500 characters by 6th grade. Taiwan is one of the few 
places that is still mostly using the original or "traditional" Chinese characters. 

Korea solved the StTf issue in the 16th century, when Sejong the Great created 
the Sts phonetic system. Sts, instead of being used in conjunction with StXt, 
like Japanese hiragana, simply replaced it. 

In modern Korea, StXt is more a "thing you must study in school" than 
something required to live and survive. It still shows up occasionally, but 
practically speaking, you DO NOT need to learn even one St It to become an 
amazing Korean linguist. 

That being said, knowing St It allows you to make connections in the Korean 
language that can enhance your understanding.

• Why so many verbs to say “wear”? 

Here is some solid advice that will save you a lot of stress. 

Avoid asking why when learning a language. 
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Asking why can slow you down, imagine if a Korean asked you why English 
pronounces, "nite", "night", and "knight" the same way but spells them 
differently. The answer is related to the history of English but it's not important 
to the overall progress of the student. 

That being said--- Korean has multiple ways to say "wear" and "take off" 
depending on the clothing type. You simply have to learn the differences.

When indirectly quoting someone, even yourself, "indirect speech" is used. 
Indirect speech is any speech that communicates what someone has said. 

He said it was a cute dog. 

She said it was too expensive. 

Jeff said he was returning to America. 

The sentences above are not direct quotes that can use BtTt like section 10- 
10, but instead are indirectly quoting what the person said. 
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When using indirect speech in Korean, it must be properly "packaged" based on 
the content of the speech. Nouns, adjectives, and verbs each have unique 
ways to package.
